Farmers who came 
to La Crosse this morning brought 
information v hich indicates that the 
damage done to farm

sand dollars.

Gov. Davidson, if he be 
elected 
again next year, will have twelve 
consecutive years in state office, an 
unprecedented record in Wisconsin. 
Tn 1898 he was elected state tr e a s ­ 
urer, and served two term s of two 
years each, then going into the of­ 
fice of lieutenant governor and be­ 
ing re-elected. 
He served only one year of his 
second term as lieutenant governor, 
succeeding to the governorship upon 
th e resignation of Gov. La Follette, 
who went to the United States se n ­ 
ate in J a n u a ry . 19bt>. 
Last fall Gov. 
Davidson was nom inated and elected 
by the republicans, and the political 
gossips are even now declaring that 
lf he wants an o th er term it will not 
he denied.
